MOVE TO STOP 
RESIDENTIAL 
USE OF ‘CARAVANS 


Restrictions could’ be in- 
troduced to stop’ caravans 
on private properties being 
used as permanent living 


Y quarters. 


A By-law covering the 
uses of caravans could be 
introduced by Altona City 
Council. 

Following questions asked 
by Cr. Pat Lynch in Coun- 
ei! last night, the Town 
Clerk, Mr. Jim Waters, has 
been instructed to _investi- 
gate Caravan By-Laws 
adopted by other municipali- 
ties. with a view to: placing 
information before the 
Council for its guidance in 
framing such a regulation. 

Cr. Lynch opened the sub- 
ject by asking what is 
Council policy regarding 
caravans, some of 25° to 30° 
long, being used as per- 
manent homes. 

He said some are in back 
yards, some in front gar- 
dens and they have heating, 
cooking and washing facili- 
ties. In every way they are 
similar to sleepouts or 
bungalows. 

“Tf the caravans are on 
wheels, on private . land 
there is nothing we can 
do.” replied the City Engi- 
neer, Mr. Ralph Simmons. 

“This means as long as 
the vans have wheels they 


can stay there a long 
time,”’ commented Cr. 
Lynch. 

_Mr. Waters _ suggested 


stringent Health Regulations 
could be applied. i 

Cr. Lynch said he is 
totally against unauthorised 
living in caravans. He said 
neighbours have complained 
to him. 

He pointed out that the 
property owner may pay 
rates but no rates are paid 
in respect of the caravan 
and the people who occupy 
them are-not ratepayers of 
the City of Altona. 

Several years ago the 
Council of the day corsid- 
ered framing a Caravan 
By-Law, said Mr. Waters. 
But a number of difficulties 
were encountered.
